THE FOLLOWING RESOLUTION WAS OFFERED BY COUNCILMAN COLE WHO
MOVED ITSADOPTION, SECONDED BY COUNCILWOMAN COOKE TO WIT:

WHEREAS, the Town Board of the Town of Alden is considering an application under §20-11
(H) of the Town of Alden Code, of Frey Self Storage for site plan review of the proposed
construction of two (2) self storage units (the “proposed action”) at on al.19 +/- acre parcel
located at 12555 Broadway in the Town of Alden, county of Erie and State of New Y ork, further
identified by SBL#118.10-1-1.112; and

WHEREAS, the Town Board of the Town of Alden has determined that the proposed action is
an Unlisted Action under SEQRA but has determined that it isin the public interest to conduct a
coordinated review; and

WHEREAS, the Town Board of the Town of Alden believes that the Town of Aldenisthe
agency primarily responsible for undertaking decisions as to site plan review, is the agency with
the broadest governmental powers for investigating the impact of the proposed action and has the
greatest capacity for providing the most thorough environmental assessment of the proposed
action the most local agent with permitting authority; and

WHEREAS, the Town is required to provide notice to County Planning for this site plan review
as required under Section 239-m of the General Municipal Law.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED AS FOLLOWS:

1. The Town Board has determined that the proposed site plan review this an Unlisted Action
under SEQRA abut that a coordinated review should be conducted.

2. The Town Board has determined that it should be the lead agency for al environmental
review of the site plan application and review.

3. The Town Board directs that the Code Enforcement Officer of the Town of Alden with the
assistance of the Town Engineers send the required notice with all required attachments to all
other interested agencies about the proposed action and the determination by the Town of Alden
of itsdesire to act as lead agency under SEQRA and to send the required notice to County
Planning as required under Section 29-m of the General Municipal Law.

4. Thisresolution shall take effect immediately.

The above resolution was duly put to aroll call vote at aregular meeting of the Town Board of
the Town of Alden on April 18, 2005 and was unanimously adopted.

Supervisor Savage moved and Councilman Snyder seconded the Motion to appoint Debra Crist
as Deputy Town Clerk effective 5/1/05 as per Town Clerk Bycina' s request, for the remainder of
2005 at a pro rated salary of $21,000 per year(8/12=.666 x $21,000 =$13,986 for May through
December 2005). Mrs. Crist to resign from P.T. Town Work with Receiver of Taxes effective

Councilman Cole moved and Councilman Lorenzi seconded the Motion to renew the HOP for
Edward Mosman/2241 Town Line Rd. Unanimously carried.

THE FOLLOWING RESOLUTION WAS OFFERED BY COUNCILMAN SNYDER WHO
MOVED ITSADOPTION, SECONDED BY SUPERVISOR SAVAGE TOWIT:

WHEREAS, grant monies are available through the New Y ork State Unified Court System to
enhance the operation of municipal Justice Courts: NOW THEREFORE, BE IT

RESOLVED, that Grantmakers Advantage, Inc. the Town’s grant consultants, be authorized and
directed to complete the necessary application, forms, etc. to be submitted to the New Y ork State
Unified Court System for the purpose of securing this grant, and BE IT FURTHER

RESOLVED, that the Supervisor and Town Court Justices be and hereby are authorized and
directed to execute all documents pertaining to the application and acquisition of said funding.
